This Growth Management Ordinance is adopted as an ordinance to regulate and control the timing of 
development in accord with NH RSA 674:16(III), 674:22, and RSA 674:35(IIl) and supersedes the previous 
Growth Management Ordinance adopted at Town Meeting on March 8, 1994 and the Interim Growth 
Management Ordinance adopted in September 2006. 


B. Purpose 


The purpose of this ordinance is to regulate and control the timing of development in the Town of South Hampton 


based on a growth management process which assesses and balances community development needs and 


which considers the growth rate of the Town of South Hampton in relation to regional development needs. This 
ordinance recognizes the state statutory protection afforded agricultural uses in RSA 672:1(III-b) and the duty that 


the Town of South Hampton has to preserve and continue to permit agricultural and rural uses in the 
Southeastern region of New Hampshire while allowing for sustainable residential growth. 


The Town of South Hampton seeks to manage growth in a manner consistent and compatible with its Master 


Plan, adopted in 1990 (revised in 2008) and its Capital Improvements Program adopted in 2008. By adopting this 
ordinance the Town is permitting its citizens to be actively involved in directing the growth of their community in 


accord with NH RSA 672:1(IV). 


The purpose of this ordinance is to mitigate the adverse impact of uncontrolled growth on a small, rural town, 
while ensuring that the following goals are achieved: 


1. Growth occurs in a manner consistent with the Master Plan and CIP; 

2 Growth occurs at a rate that can be absorbed by the Town while still providing adequate 
municipal services and resources, including police, fire and rescue, infrastructure, school 
services, library, recreation, and park services while accommodating new development. 

3. Growth occurs in a manner which considers regional development needs.

CG Findings 


The Planning Board, after careful and diligent study, has reached the following findings and determinations:

The Town of South Hampton is one of the smallest rural towns in Southeast New Hampshire 
with a population of 883 citizens and 319 dwelling units as of 2006. The total land area is only 
8.04 square miles. 


The Town lacks any significant commercial or industrial tax base. 


The Town provides a secondary education to its students through a long-term tuition agreement 
with the Amesbury Massachusetts School District, paying a per pupil annual tuition rate of 
$9,200.00 for the 2007-2008 school year. 


The Town has experienced an actual population growth rate of one (1%) percent to one and a 
half percent (1.5%) per year during the period from 2000 to 2006. 


Although the property tax burden has increased each year for its citizens, the Town has been 
able to sustain this rate of growth. 


The Town's Capital Improvements Program is consistent with this rate of growth. 


Other towns in the region failed to timely regulate growth and suffered adverse impact to their 
rural character, their infrastructure, the quality of their municipal services and their ability to plan 
for land use and stewardship. There is every indication that economic trends in real estate 
development are such that South Hampton will suffer the same or greater harm if it does not 
timely manage growth. 


The Town is on the cusp of substantial residential growth which threatens the rural character of 
the Town and will grossly overburden the infrastructure of the Town. There are several large 
undeveloped parcels of residentially zoned land in South Hampton that could possibly be 
developed in the next five (5) to ten (10) years. 


There is an increased interest on the part of developers in acquiring large tracts in South 
Hampton for residential development and it is more probable than not that the Town will be 
presented with a number of large scale residential subdivision applications. The Town faces the 
risk of unbalanced growth throughout the Town in a manner which will threaten the ability of the 
Town to equitably distribute capital projects, road maintenance and Town services. 


Many of the towns around South Hampton have adopted growth management ordinances, 
which have begun to artificially constrain and reduce their growth rates. While the Town 
adopted a growth management ordinance in 1994, it did not have a formal Capital 
Improvements Program in place at the time of adoption. The Town has since remedied that 
problem and adopted a Capital Improvements Program. 


As the towns around South Hampton are developed at a slower pace due to growth controls, 
there will be increased and rapid growth pressures placed on the Town, which if unregulated as 
to timing will have the following adverse impacts: 


a. Real property taxes will become untenable for those citizens on a fixed income; 
o The rural New England character and identity of the Town will be supplanted by 
suburban sprawl; 


c Valuable Wetlands and Wildlife Habitats will be lost; 
d. Ground water aquifers will be drawn down and compromised; 
e. Population growth will drastically exceed historic rates and will be proportional to the 


unbridled and harmful growth experienced by the towns surrounding South Hampton 
prior to their implementation of growth controls; 


f. A reduced ability on the part of the Town to encourage elderly and low-income 
housing; 

g. The Town will be unable to absorb the demands of increased education costs; 

h. The Town will be required to construct capital improvements at a rate far greater than 


that anticipated by the CIP; 
i. Open space will be lost; 


j. Pressures on the Town’s Public Works budget as the Town is required to accept new 


roads and older roads are subjected to increased use; and 
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k. Valuable agricultural uses will be lost. 


D. Primary Conclusion 


The study conducted by the Planning Board yields the conclusion that the Town is about to experience growth 
which will be unsustainable and harmful to the Town. The Town should not wait for unsustainable growth and its 
concomitant injuries to occur before it implements reasonable controls on growth. The Town should manage 
growth at a rate and pace which is sustainable and which allows appropriate land use planning and budgetary 
planning while considering the growth needs and rates of the region. In order for the Town to properly manage 
growth it needs to manage both overall growth, as well as the pace at which multi-unit developments are 
completed. 


The maximum growth of new dwelling units that can be absorbed by the Town in a single calendar year, while still 
maintaining the current level of infrastructure and municipal service, is currently five (5) percent of the total 
number of units as of the end of the preceding year. This represents substantially greater growth than the Town 
has experienced in the past and is specifically adjusted upward to align with the growth rates experienced by the 
region. The Town further finds that in order to properly balance community development needs throughout the 
Town that it is necessary to limit the number of building permits issued in a calendar year for an approved site 
plan or subdivision plan to no more than twenty five (25) percent of the total permits available in a given year. 


Therefore, it is necessary for the Town to adopt, maintain and regulate a managed rate of growth which responds 
to this conclusion in the manner set forth herein. 


E Building Permits 
1. This ordinance shall apply to building permits for new dwellings. This ordinance shall not apply 
to: 
a. Construction of structures other than dwellings; or 
b. Expansion, renovation, repair, alteration or replacement of existing dwellings. 
2 This ordinance shail be based on a calendar year running from January 1, to December 31 of 
each given year. As of December 31, 2007 there were 319 dwelling units in the 


Town. The number of building permits issued for new dwellings in a calendar year shall not 
exceed five (5) percent of the total number of dwelling units in the Town during the preceding 
year. A residential structure shall not be considered a dwelling unit for purposes of this formula 
until such time as it has been issued a certificate of occupancy. 


(Total number of dwelling units in the Town during the preceding year) X (.05) = maximum 
number of available building permits. 


3. In order to ensure equitable distribution of the available building permits, no more than twenty 
five (25) percent of the total number of permits available in a year shall be issued to the same 
individual, corporation or entity. Similarly, the number of building permits issued in a calendar 
year for an approved site plan or subdivision plan shall be limited to no more than twenty five 
(25) percent of the total permits available in a given year in order to ensure that growth occurs 
at an even pace throughout the Town. 


4. Permits shall be issued on a first come, first served basis as of January 1 of each year, and 
shall only be issued after the Building Inspector has received a fully completed application, plus 
all applicable fees. Completed applications received after all available permits have been 
issued shall be placed first on the list for the following year. 


5. In event that fewer than the maximum number of available permits is issued during a calendar 
year, twenty five (25) percent of the remainder shall be available for issue in the following year, 
at the end of which they shall expire. The Building Inspector shall identify permits by the year in 
which they were authorized. Both of the equitable limitations referenced in paragraph three (3) 
above shall be based on the total number of available permits in a given year. 


Fx Regular Monitoring and Review 


The Planning Board shall regularly, but not less than every two (2) years, review the rate of annual growth in the 
Town and the region. It shall also review the findings of fact set forth in Section C. above, and make a 
determination as to the ongoing validity of the findings. The Planning Board shall also determine whether there is 
a continued need to manage growth, and whether the five (5) percent growth limitation remains appropriate. In the 
event the Planning Board determines that the ordinance requires amendment in order to properly balance 
community development needs or more accurately consider the growth rate of the Town of South Hampton in 
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relation to regional development needs, it shall propose such at the next Town Meeting. In the event the Planning 
Board determines that growth management is no longer necessary it shall propose that this ordinance be 
rescinded at the ensuing Town Meeting. 


This ordinance shall expire at the close of year 2014, unless the Planning Board proposes re-adoption of this 
ordinance or amendment prior to the expiration of that year. 


This Article was voted on by ballot on March 11, 2008. The results were Yes 259 
and No 70. The article passed.

The following Saturday afternoon Moderator Walter Shivik called the meeting to order 
at 1:06 P. M. After the Pledge of Allegiance he explained the procedure for 
conducting the meeting and introduced the members of the Budget Committee, the 
Board of Selectmen and the Town Clerk. At that time James Van Bokkelen made a 
motion to allow non-residents to speak at the meeting, seconded by Daniel Cordeiro. 
The motion passed. At this time, the Moderator read the Warrant and announced 
the results of Tuesday’s election. The Moderator requested a change in the order of 
the articles (Article 4 before Article 3) because of some confusion in the printing of 
the town report. Dennis Blair motioned to change the order seconded by William 
Hodge. The motion passed. 


3. (4) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the Budget 
Committees recommended sum of Five Hundred Thirty Two Thousand Forty 
Two Dollars ($532,042) for the general operation of the Town. The 
selectman’s recommended budget is Five Hundred Thirty Nine Thousand 
Eight Hundred Ninety Two Dollars ($539,892) for general Town operations. 
(Majority vote required) 

The following table shows the relationship between the operating budget, other warrant articles, 

and the total appropriations compared to last year:

The selectman’s operating budget is an increase of approximately 3% from last year. 

Andre Cantelmo made the motion to accept article #4 as read for the Selectmen’s 
budget amount of $539,892 seconded by Stephen Kaneb. There was much 
discussion of line item 4150 concerning the salaries of the Town Clerk and Town 
Administrator. Pamela Noon motioned to amend line item 4150 from the Budget 
Committee’s approved amount of 40, 034 to 46,034, seconded by Carole 
McCarthy. George Werner motioned to move the question seconded by Greg 
Williams and the amended line item was voted and failed. The original amount 
approved by the Budget Committee was voted and passed. Line item 4150 in the 
amount of $40,034. The next line item #4152 dealt with assessing. George 
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Werner made the motion to amend the line item from the Budget Committee’s 
amount $500 more, seconded by Pamela Noon. The amended amount was 
voted and failed. Line item #4152 stayed at $10,321. 

Line item #4210 concerning the Police budget. George Werner motioned to 
amend the budget amount or $179,390 to last year’s amount, seconded by Craig 
Marx. After much discussion by Chief Dennis and several towns’ people, George 
Werner motioned to move the question, seconded by William Hodge. Mr. Werner 
presented the Moderator with a petition of five registered voters to have a secret 
ballot and this was done. The amended line item failed and the original line 
amount was passed for 179390. The total operating budget for the town came in 
at the Budget Committee’s amount of $532,042. 


4. (3)To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to enter into a long- 
term lease/purchase agreement to purchase a new fire truck at a cost of Two 
Hundred Ten Thousand Dollars ($210,000); to raise and appropriate Fifty 
Thousand dollars ($50,000) by authorizing a withdrawal in the amount of Thirty 
Two Thousand Dollars ($32,000) from the Ford Grumman Replacement 
Capital Reserve Fund created for this purpose, and further to apply Eighteen 
Thousand Dollars ($18,000) from the sale of the existing fire truck These 
offsetting revenues will lower the lease/purchase agreement amount to One 
Sixty Thousand Dollars ($160,000) payable over a term of fifteen years 
(15)years at a rate of Sixteen Thousand Dollars ($16,000) annually and further 
to raise and appropriate Sixteen Thousand Dollars ($16,000) for the first year’s 
payment. This agreement does not contain an escape clause. (2/3 ballot 
vote required) Recommended by the Board of Selectmen, not recommended 
by the budget committee. Pamela Noon made the motion to accept the article 
as read, seconded by Andrew Reed, at which time Dennis Blair motioned to 
amend the sequence of articles to put article 8 first. The motion to amend was 
seconded by William Hodge. The amendment, if passed, would require a 
waiting period for article 3. The amendment passed. On to Article 8. After 
Article 8 passed there was some discussion on the necessity of a new truck 
and the question was finally called and voted by secret ballot. The vote was 
43 Yes and 40 No. The article failed with no 2/3 majority. 


5. (8) To see if the Town will vote to establish a task force to study the feasibility 
of the Town contracting with other towns for fire protection. The task force will 
investigate whether other NH towns have contracted for fire protection and 
solicit information from any individual with expertise relevant to the objective of 
the task force. The task force shall submit a report of its findings and any 
recommendations to the Board of Selectmen by November 1, 2008. The task 
force shall be comprised of the Board of Selectmen, Fire Chief, and four 
Town's people appointed by the Board of Selectmen, with input from the 
School Board, Budget Committee, Police Chief, and the Planning Board. The 
first meeting of the task force shall be held on or before May 1, 2008, and be 
called by the Board of Selectmen. The task force shall meet at least monthly 
until it submits its report. The members of the study task force shall elect a 
chairperson from among its members. (Majority Vote Required). Pamela 
Noon motioned to accept the article as read, seconded by James Van 
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Bokkelen. John Gamble made a motion to amend article 8 by adding police 
and education to the original wording of the article, seconded by Andrew 
Reed. After much discussion on the amendment, it was voted and failed. 
Article 8 passed in its original form. Back to Article 3. 


(5)Shail the Town vote to require that the numeric tally of votes of the budget 
committee and the board of selectmen relative to recommending the operating 
budget and all warrant articles be printed on the warrant next to the affected 
warrant articles? As provided in RSA 32:5 and RSA40:13, amended in 2007 


Example: The budget Committee recommends this article by a vote of 3-2. The Selectmen do not 
recommend this article by a vote of 2 -1. (Majority Vote Required). Carole McCarthy 
motioned to accept the article as read, seconded by Pamela Noon. There was 
no discussion and the article passed. 


. (6)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars ($20,000) to be placed in the Town Roads Paving Capital 
Reserve Fund established in 1997, under RSA 35:1. The Selectmen and Budget 
Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority Vote Required). Carole 
McCarthy made the motion and Greg Williams seconded. No opposition 
discussion and the article passed. 


. (7)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Three 
Thousand Dollars ($3,000) to be placed in the Fire Engine Repair and 
Refurbishment Expendable Trust Fund created in 1998 under the provisions of 
RSA 31:19-a. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation; the Budget Committee 
recommends $600. (Majority Vote Required). Pamela Noon motioned to accept 
the article as read, seconded by Deputy Fire Chief McElroy. The current 
amount in fund is $7600 and the Budget Committee recommended only $600 
for this article. George Werner made a motion to amend the amount to $600, 
seconded by Greg Williams. The amendment was voted and passed. 


. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Sixteen 
Thousand Dollars ($16,000) to be placed in the Ford Grumman Replacement 
Capital Reserve Fund for the future replacement of the 1988 Ford Grumman 
Fire Truck, provided that in the event Article 3 passes, this Article shall be 
deemed unnecessary. (Majority Vote Required). Pamela Noon motioned to 
accept the article, seconded by Deputy McElroy. There was no discussion 
and the article passed. 
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10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Nine 
Thousand Two Hundred Fifty Dollars ($9,250) to purchase computer software 
for the Police Department. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation, the Budget 
Committee does not recommend. 

(Majority Vote Required). Carole McCarthy motioned to accept the article and 
it was seconded by Pamela Noon. Chief Dennis explained the article, it was 
voted and failed.

.To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to enter into a long- 
term lease /purchase agreement in the amount of Twenty-Seven Thousand, 
Six Hundred Eighty-Nine Dollars( $27,689) payable over a term of Thirty Six 
months (36) at a rate of Nine Thousand, Nine Hundred Forty Nine Dollars and 
Forty-Nine Cents ($ 9,949.49) per year to purchase a 2008 Ford Crown 
Victoria for the Police Department and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Nine Thousand, Nine Hundred Nine Dollars and Forty Nine Cents ( $9,949.49) 
for the first year’s payment for that purpose.

Submitted as a petitioned article by Dennis Guilfoyle and 11 registered voters. 
(Majority Vote Required). Andrew Reed made the motion to accept the article 
as read, seconded by Will Hodge. This being the third attempt by Mr. 
Guilfoyle to have the road accepted, and, having met all the requested 
stipulations, there was no discussion on the article. It was voted and passed. 


19.To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. At 
this time, Adele Fiorillo was presented with a parting gift from the Town for her 
years of service on the Conservation Commission. James Van Bokkelen 
motioned to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Dan Cordeiro. The motion 
passed and the meeting was adjourned at 6:06 P.M.

Selectmen’s Report 


The year 2008 was anything but uneventful. There was a historic 
presidential race with New Hampshire receiving its fair share of attention 
during the primaries right on through Election Day. The Board welcomed 
Ron Preston to its ranks along with Pam Noon and myself. Last year’s 
Town’s Meeting somewhat foreshadowed current economic concerns (now 
in somewhat of a crisis mode). While taxes have increased substantially 
over the years, in large part due to the reassessment of property values, 
South Hampton’s property tax rate remains on the low side ($14.62) 
compared to surrounding towns. But we have all felt the pinch, some more 
than others. 


The Selectmen, the budget committee and all of the Town boards have 
continued to work extremely hard to keep taxes down as much as possible. 
There will be, however, difficult decisions to make at this year’s meeting. 
At least one of the police cruisers needs to be replaced — the Town spent 
more than $12,000 over the last 18 months on repairs to the two cruisers. 
One of the fire apparatus is presently off the road with the Town mandated 
Task Force and volunteer Fire Department looking at all options, given 
current economic circumstances. 


John Gamble, after more than 25 years of unselfish, dedicated service to the 
Town retired as Chief of the Volunteer Fire Department. He continues to 
serve as the Emergency Management Director. But it was for a lifetime 
firefighter, a memorable year. There were two major fires, a multi-alarm 
fire in the summer that destroyed Nor’east Architecture (the old CP Lumber 
buildings). The fire could be seen for miles and was probably the worst in 
South Hampton’s history. The Donahue home on Hilldale Avenue was also 
destroyed by fire in September. Deputy Chief McElroy is serving as the 
Interim Chief as the Selectmen/Task Force begin the process of appointing a 
permanent Chief to replace John. 


And then there was the “Ice Storm of 2008’ — what some might refer to as 
the ‘Perfect Storm.” The entire Town was without power for several days 
with some going as long as two weeks before full power, telephone was 
restored. Needless to say, there are simply too many people to mention and 
thank for their efforts during this trying event. It’s refreshing to see people 
go out of their way to help others in such times of need. Due to all of the 
tree damage, it will be Spring before a full cleanup is completed. 


There was some repaving and road repairs this year, but due to budgetary 
constraints which will likely spill over to 2009, the Town is being 
conservative on what we can accomplish in the upcoming year. 
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The Recreation Committee is alive, well and sponsored several well- 
attended events during the year. The kickball/ice cream event was 
particularly memorable. Thanks for providing our youth with additional 
opportunities for some ‘good old fashion’ fun. Also many thanks to the 
PTO for everything they contribute to the school and our children. 


The Board of Selectmen would like to thank the Police Department and 
Volunteer Fire Department for their service to the Town, particularly in view 
of recent budgetary constraints. They are always there for us. We would 
also like to thank Angela Racine (Administrator), Andrea Condon (Tax 
Collector), all the Boards as well as those who volunteer their time in 
serving South Hampton and helping to preserve its unique character and 
making it such a wonderful place to live. Volunteers have been and 
hopefully will continue to play a major role in what keeps our Town special. 
A very special note of appreciation to our Town Moderator, Walter Shivik, 
who has held that position for many years — he has decided to pass on the 
torch. His shoes will be hard to fill. 


In closing, I would particularly like to than Pam Noon and Ron Preston for 
all their help and support during my tenure as Chairman of the Board. | 
couldn’t have done it without them. Finally, it has been an honor and a 


privilege to serve the Town of South Hampton.

Dear Residents of South Hampton: 


This past year has been very difficult and yet very rewarding. You as residents 
have been very responsive and a pleasure to interact with. On the difficult side, a lot of 
man hours and budget was spent keeping the cruisers on the road. We spent over $9,000 
in repairs to the two cruisers and over 100 man hours shuttling them back and forth to the 
various garages. We also had a large turnover in staff. I hired and trained nine part time 
officers and saw seven of them leave for other jobs, 4 from the previous administration 
and three from the new hires. However, for every cloud there is a silver lining. We were 
able to attract and train a very good group of officers. Under the new guidelines, each 
officer attends the State academy consisting of over 200 hours of training, and then trains 
on the road for at least 120 hours. These officers have donated their time and energy to 
the training and the cost to the Town have been minimal. As a result we are building a 
well qualified, professional staff, to serve the Community. 

The Department has made an effort to be visible on patrol and deter the criminal 
element from visiting South Hampton. For the most part, the crime stats are falling with 
the increased patrol and follow-up investigations. We would also like to thank the New 
Hampshire State Police who cover the town at night and responded to over 23 calls this 
past year including 5 accidents, many of which resulted in drunken driving arrests. The 
Department was able to increase patrol hours to Midnight on Friday and Saturdays. 

The Tux bury Campground was an active place this past year with many calls for service 
and incidents occurring there. We hope to work with the Selectmen and the Campground 
managers to make this coming year a more enjoyable and quiet camping season.

Dear Residents, Friends and Neighbors, 


The South Hampton Fire Department would like to take this opportunity to thank everyone for 
their support and praise over this past year. 


This year was full of challenges for the South Hampton Fire Department with a major fire that 
occurred on Tuesday June 8" at the Nor’ East Architectural Antiques building which went to 6 
Alarms. We received mutual aid from 31 Departments from Maine, New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts. This was the largest fire in the Seacoast Area in some time and we cannot 
thank our mutual aid departments enough for their assistance. Without them we would not 
have been able to successfully contain the fire and prevent any further loss 


Another major incident that occurred was a two alarm fire at 185 Hilldale Ave, where we were 
once again most grateful for the mutual aid response from surrounding communities 


This past December, we were also challenged with a significant ice storm that caused severe 
damage to trees, utility poles, and power lines, as well as damaged homes. Power was lost to 
the entire town for approximately six days with some residents being out for eight days. The 
Fire Station was manned from the first call on Thursday until power was restored to the rest of 
the town the following Saturday. Members of the Fire Department put their own issues at 
home on hold in order to help the people of South Hampton by answering calls for flooded 
basements, mutual aid requests, medical emergencies, patrolling the town for hazards and 
unsafe conditions and removing downed tree limbs making roads passable. Luckily, there were 
no major incidents that occurred during and after the storm. 


As many of you may be aware, Chief John Gamble retired as Fire Chief in November after over 
35 years of service to the Town and the South Hampton Fire Department. The members of the 
South Hampton Fire Department will continue to provide the same dedication that John 
Gamble has provided for the past 35 years, and we will work hard to move the department 
forward. 
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In November, the 1988 Ford Grumman Fire Engine was found to have multiple mechanical and 
structural issues as well as a weakened and cracked frame. The truck was evaluated by two 
outside fire apparatus experts and it was determined that the vehicle should be taken out of 
service due to the safety issues it posed to the firefighters and that it would not be financially 
feasible to repair the truck. We are currently looking at replacement options at the most 
minimal cost to the Town. 


Last Year at Town meeting, the Town voted to form a Task Force to study the feasibility of the 
Town contracting with other towns for Fire Protection. It was decided that contracting to other 
towns for fire protection would not be feasible and that the Town should keep and invest in its 
own Fire Department. 


We would like to make sure that everyone remains safe by ensuring that there are working 
Smoke and Carbon Monoxide detectors in their homes. It is important that the batteries are 
changed twice per year when we move the clocks for Daylight Savings Time, and that these 
detection devices are installed per manufactures requirements. Please be sure that alternative 
heating appliances are used with caution and are installed and operated per manufactures 
requirements and current fire codes. Should there be any questions please feel free to contact 
us at 394-0105 extension 108 at anytime.

This year a crack sealer machine was rented to seal the town hall, library parking 
lot and most of west Whitehall road. Minor vandalism was on the increase, as 
we had numerous street signs stolen as well as graffiti painted on several roads. 


Trash continues to be dumped on back roads which is them picked up and 
disposed of at the town's expense. 


Some brush cutting was done to increase visibility, improve drainage and help 
with snow plowing. A couple of large dead trees were cut down. 


Many pot holes were filled, some shimming was done and the worst part of 
Locust Street was paved. Hopefully next year Locust, Lone Goose & Stage 
Coach can be repaved. 


Beavers continue to dam a culvert on Lone Goose; several culverts are rotten 
and need replacement. 


December's ice storm was devastating to many roadside trees; many have 
hanging broken branches and should be removed.

In 2008, the conservation commission had a relatively quiet year. With regard to the 
lingering wetlands violations at the three lot subdivision on Route 150, the commission 
worked with NHDES and the developer to successfully correct these violations. 


Tuxbury Campground came to the commission late in the year with preliminary plans for 
a major expansion of the number of sites. We expect their application to come before the 
planning board soon. 


The commission has submitted two warrants. We recommend passage of both. 
Following is a brief explanation. 


In the spring of 2008, The New Hampshire Legislature passed a bill (SB 381) that 
authorizes towns to contribute conservation funds to projects sponsored by private 
conservation groups such as land trusts without having to hold a legal interest in property. 
The new law resolves a grey area in the law that had long divided municipal attorneys. 
Specifically, the bill added language to the state statute governing town conservation 
commissions (RSA 36-A), authorizing them to make contributions from their 
conservation funds to “qualified organizations,” for acquisitions of property interests (fee 
or easement) held by the organizations, and/or transaction costs related to these 
purchases. The bill also added language to statute declaring town expenditures to such 
organizations as a public purpose because they protect the state’s natural resources. 


Purchasing and caring for conservation land has substantial costs in money, time and 
responsibility. There are times when partnering with another organization such as a land 


trust may be the most efficient use of your conservation dollars. 


There is also a section of the new law that specifically allows towns to purchase property 
outside of the town boundaries. 


Important natural resources such as drinking water supplies, aquifers, wildlife corridors, 
etc. often cross municipal boundaries. Working across municipal boundaries often 
provides the opportunity for communities to work together protect the whole resource.

P.M. INTHE EVENING. THE PURPOSE OF THE MEETING IS TO EXPLAIN, DISCUSS, DEBATE AND 
POSSIBLY AMEND THE FOLLOWING WARRANT ARTICLES: 


1. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not 
including appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the 
amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for 
the purposes set forth therein, totaling $2,229,215. Should this article be defeated, the default budget 
shall be $2,234,911 which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by previous action 
of the School District or by law or the governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with 
RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. (Majority vote required.) 

Note: Warrant Article #1 (operating budget) does not include appropriations in any other warrant 
articles. 


2. To see if the School District will vote to approve the cost items included in the collective bargaining 
agreement reached between the South Hampton School Board and the Seacoast Educational Support 
Personnel Association which calls for the following increase in salaries and benefits at the current 
Staffing levels:

and further, raise and appropriate the sum of $3,770 the 2009-10 school year, such sum representing 
the additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries and benefits over those of the appropriation at 
current staffing levels paid in the prior fiscal year. The School Board and the Budget Committee 
recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


3. Shall school district vote to raise and appropriate $7,000 to be added to the expendable trust fund 
Known as the Computer Technology Fund, for the purpose of purchasing computer technology 
equipment? The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority 
vote required.) 


4. Shall school district vote to raise and appropriate “up to” $10,000 to be added to the expendable trust 
fund for educating educationally disabled children, with such amount to be funded from the June 30, 
2009 unreserved fund balance available for transfer on July 1, 2009?

February 5, 2008 


The 2008 Deliberative Session convened at 7:35 p.m. on Tuesday, February 5. 

He then introduced 
members of the school district: Martha Anderson, School District Clerk; School Board 
members Don Harper (chair), Peter lacobucci and ea Crosby; Budget Committee | 
members Dennis Blair, Will Hodge, George Werner and Greg Williams; SAL) 21 officials 
Bob Sa Business Administrator and Asst. Superintendent Maureen Ward; SAU legal 
counsel Al Casassa; and Barnard School Principal Barbara Knapp. 


Mr. Shivik briefly reviewed the procedures under which he would run the meeting before 
he moved on to consideration of the warrant articles. 


Article 1. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate as an operating 
budget, not including appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations 
voted separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as 
amended ey vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth therein, orang 
$2,183,310? Should this article be defeated, the default budget shall be $2,159,544, 
which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by previous action of 
the School District or by law or the governing body may hold one special meeting, in 
accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating 
budget only. (Majority vote required.) 

Note: Warrant Article #7 (operating budget) does not include appropriations in any 
other warrant articles. 


Don Harper made a motion to accept the motion as read, seconded by Peter lacobucci. 
Mr. Harper then moved to amend the operating budget to $2,172,930 (default budget 
$2,152,264), seconded by Mr. lacobucci. A brief discussion followed. Lee Knapp made 
a motion to allow SAU officials to answer any questions which may come before the 
meeting - seconded by Chris Chimera. The Board noted the Amesbury High School 
tuition was not set until after the Budget Committee meeting; the Board had estimated a 
5% increase but the increase was only 3.5%. The Board also reduced line items 
amounts for the substitute teacher/salary, the special education/legal, and the new 
technology equipment. The motion to amend was voted in the affirmative. Article 1 as 
amended was voted in the affirmative. 


Article 2. To see if the School District will vote to approve the cost items included in the 
collective bargaining agreement reached between the South Hampton School Board and 
the Seacoast Educational Support Personnel Association which calls for the following 
increase in salaries and benefits at the current staffing levels: 


Year Estimated Increase 
2008-09 $4,850 


and further, raise and appropriate the sum of $4,850 for the 2008-09 school year, such 
sum representing the additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries and benefits 
over those of the appropriation at current staffing levels paid in the prior fiscal year. The 
aired) and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote 
required. 


Don Harper made a motion to accept the article as read; seconded by Gary Crosby. Mr. 
Harper, who represented the Board during the negotiations, noted this is a 1.75% 
increase. The motion was voted in the affirmative. 


Article 3. Shall School District vote to raise and appropriate $7,000 to be added to the 


expendable trust fund known as the Computer Technology Fund, for the purpose of 
purchasing computer technology 
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ecaeen The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. 
(Majority vote required.) 


Gary Crosby made a motion to accept the article as read; seconded by Don Harper. 
Discussion followed. This fund purchases new machines for the Computer Lab every three 
years and the computers in the Lab are dispersed to classrooms. Article 3 was voted in the 
affirmative. 


Article 4. Shall School District vote to raise and appropriate "up to" $5,000 to be added to 
the expendable trust fund for educating educationally disabled children, with such amount to 
be funded from the June 30, 2008 unreserved fund balance available for transfer on July 1, 
2008? The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. This 
article has no impact on the tax rate. (Majority vote required.) 


Don Harper moved to accept the article as read; seconded by Peter lacobucci. Chris 
Chimera moved to amend the wording on the last line to read "This article has no impact on 
the tax rate this budgetary year" - seconded by Michelle Whitley. Motion to amend voted in 
the affirmative. Article 4 as amended voted in the affirmative. 


Article 5. To see if the School District will vote to designate the School Board as agents to 
expend from the school building Capital Reserve Fund established in 1994. The School 
Board and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. This article has no impact 
on the tax rate. (Majority vote required.) 


Peter lacobucci moved the article as read; seconded by Gary Crosby. Chris Chimera moved 
to change the tax rate wording as amended in article 4, but SAU counsel Al Cassasa said 
this was not a money article and the only change should be to change "appropriation" to 
"article". Mr. Chimera accepted this friendly amendment and withdrew his motion. Article 5 
was voted in the affirmative. 


Article 6. To see if the School District will accept the provisions of RSA 198:20-b providing 
that any school district at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, until 
specific rescission of such authority, the school board to apply for, accept and expend, without 
further action by the school district, unanticipated money from a state, federal or other 
governmental unit or a private source which becomes available during the fiscal year. This 
article has no impact on the tax rate. (Majority vote required.) 


Gary Crosby moved to accept the article as read; seconded by Peter lacobucci. Voted in the 
affirmative. 

There was no further business to come before the meeting. Mr. Shivik asked for a motion to 
adjourn; so moved by Jill Ramsdell; seconded by several others. Passed by unanimous 
voice vote. Meeting adjourned at 8:25 p.m. 


Note: Final determination of all warrant articles as approved at this session will be by ballot 
at the Town election on March 11, 2008.

CHANGE. Two thousand eight was truly the year of change. Not only were the world's and 
country's economic climates changed, but we also had change at Barnard School. The biggest 
change at the school the past year was the role of the principal. Mrs. Knapp is now a full time 
principal with some teaching time. The reason for the change was the increased demand of 
administrative work on the principal. It had become a burden on Mrs. Knapp to both teach as 
much as she did and devote as much time to the principal's duties as was needed. There wasn't 
enough Barbara to do both anymore. The change has worked out well. Ms. Carter, the new part- 
time 7" and 8" grade language arts teacher who joined the staff in October, has been a success, 
and Mrs. Knapp now has enough time to devote to the administrative work expected of a 
principal. This change was also good for the taxpayer. We actually saved money by hiring a part- 
time teacher and eliminating a teaching assistant position: a true win-win situation that doesn't 
happen often in education. 


We also had other changes in the staff at Barnard School. Mr. Drew Szeliga was hired to be the 
grade 5-8 math teacher and grade 7 social studies teacher. Mrs. Alice Anderson was hired to be 
the school nurse one day per week, replacing retiree Barbara Knight. Lynn Marsh was hired to be 
the school counselor two half-days per week, replacing retiree Janet Butler. 


Over the past three years we have had a high turnover in the staff at Barnard School. We were 
fortunate that for many years we had great teachers and staff at the school. It is hard to replace 
good people, but after three years I think we have accomplished it. At this time I would like to 
thank all of the teachers and staff at the school; you guys are the best. 


What about change in the upcoming year? One big change will be the high school tuition figures. 
The large eighth grade class that we graduated from Barnard School in 2005 is graduating from 
high school this spring. This will result in a high school tuition savings for the town. Speaking of 
high school students, 55% of our students at Amesbury High School were awarded either honor 
roll or high honor roll status for the first quarter of the 08-09 school year. Great job, students! 


Other changes to look for in the coming year will be in contracts. SAU 21 will be renegotiating 
both the teachers’ contract and the bus contract. Hopefully the SAU 21 negotiating team will 
come up with some savings for the taxpayers. Speaking of contracts, I would urge you to vote 
YES on the SESPA contract for support staff this year. Last year we were the only district to vote 
"no" on the proposed contract. Because we voted "no," the contract in all SAU 21 districts failed. 
The SESPA contract was and still is a very fair contract. I once again urge you to vote YES on 
the SESPA contract in March.

Superintendent’s Report 
2008-09 


Herewith, | submit my sixth annual report. 


This year voters across SAU #21 will, | believe, recognize the belt tightening that 
has occurred in all school budgets. Voters should also note the absence of Warrant 
Articles as each school and each School Board worked to maintain as little impact as 
possible while still providing for an appropriate education of their students. 


On most warrants this year, there will be the budget of 2009-10 and the 
negotiated agreement with SESPA, the educational associates. This article failed last 
March. It is hoped that the voters of the Districts will give due consideration to this 
group of hard working and dedicated individuals. 


Although Winnacunnet High School has completed its construction and 
renovation project, other schools have begun the process of identifying building needs. 
A committee was formed to study Hampton Academy and made its report to the 
Hampton School Board in December, recommending renovation rather than 
replacement. North Hampton has developed a list of needs that came from the initial 
discussion concerning full day Kindergarten. Seabrook continues to work on asbestos 
removal as well as roof issues and space usage. Hampton Falls is currently exploring 
the best means to house a growing population as well as other space needs and 
building upgrades. 


All of the schools in SAU #21 achieved adequate progress as a whole school 
under No Child Left Behind, a federal mandate. Several of the schools, however, did 
not achieve (AYP) Annual Yearly Progress because of an identified subgroup within the 
whole school. Federal legislation is under consideration to correct this fault within 
NCLB. 


Full time Kindergarten is in place in the Hampton School District and under 
discussion in the North Hampton School District. The Kindergarteners of Centre School 
in Hampton have acclimated well to a full day program. 


Over 82% of Winnacunnet High School students went on to post secondary 
education, while the drop out rate was reduced to 3.3%. Efforts are still underway to 
increase the former and decrease the latter. 


The review of last year shows that budgets were handled in a fiscally responsible 
manner, buildings and grounds were well maintained as well as improved, and, most 
importantly, the students of the districts were successful. For all of this, | thank the 
members of the SAU #21 community for their continued support of one of the finest 
educational systems in New Hampshire.

Dear Community Members, 


When | reflect upon the educational year gone by - the successes we celebrated, the 
challenges we faced, the changes we tried to affect, and the hopes we articulated - the year is 
measured against the vision that was created by community members several years ago: 
Create a school that continues the atmosphere and character of Barnard School which 
includes strong academics, a center of community focus, and an emphasis on the 
development of the whole person. The vision will be funded through creative financial planning 
both public and private. 


State testing results reported in early 2008 along with data from testing done at the local level 
revealed achievement levels higher than state and national averages. In 2008 there was an 
increased number of programs involving our community and surrounding communities, and 
there were additional before and after school clubs for students. School-related programs 
addressing the academic, social, physical, and cultural development of each child proved to be 
more varied and available. The programs were supported through local tax dollars, volunteer 
efforts, federal grants, business partnerships, private donations, our PTO, and the Barnard 
Trust. A few highlights follow: 


e New Hampshire Public Television sponsored a project entitled New Hampshire War 
Stories: Student Documentary Project. The challenge was to have students learn 
how to produce a video documentary that would collect an oral history of New 
Hampshire citizens' war stories, past and present. We are proud that Barnard 
School's 8" grade documentary was judged a winner by New Hampshire Public 
Television and was aired on NH Outlook in the spring. 

e Other programs involving our adult community members included an Internet Safety 
program, two recycling events for the disposal of large items, and a mock election, 
which allowed our students to experience the November process. 

e Both our school National Geographic Bee and Scripps-Howard Spelling Bee 
winners qualified to participate in State bees. What fine accomplishments for these 
seventh and eighth grade boys! 

e Clubs, field trips, and assemblies integrated social, physical, and cultural skills. How 
very fortunate that students can choose to be involved in Ski Club, Homework Club, 
Algebra Club, Wings (a literary magazine), Game Club, team building at the Browne 
Center, organized sports teams, and after school floor hockey! They visited 
interesting places like Plimoth Plantation and the Lowell mills. Folk musician, Jeff 
Werner, spent a day at our school sharing his love of music and story. Students 
traveled to theaters to see professional performances of works by Poe and C.S. 
Lewis, and they were treated to Polar Express: Barnard Style in our own wonderful 
learning environment, thanks to our Student Council. 


As the year closed our entire community experienced the effects of quite an ice storm, 
closing the school from December 12 through December 17. It seems that we all learned 
the important life skills of coping, resourcefulness, flexibility, and patience. May we all 
continue to grow and learn in '09.
